Wasnisorons, February li.—Judge Rea-

the improvement of rivers and harbors is 
better than it hax been since its set back 
last Monday. The chief objection to it is 
on account of the Mississippi river policy it 
adopts. The gevernment appointed some 
time ago a Mississippi commission to con- 
sider the condifjon of that gréat stream and 
to lay-out plans fur itsimprovement. The 
plans were laid out'with a vengeance and on 
such asuperb ecale that one hundred million 
dollars does not seem too smal! an amount 
to fix asthe probable expenditure if the 
policy of the commission is carried out 
fally. — 

The present bill appropriates a million 
and a half to the Mississippi. Some think 
the amount too large; but the chief objection 
is that this amount is to be appropriated in 
the line laid gut by the commission, thereby 
cotamitting congress to a policy which ‘it 
might take a mint of money to carry out. 
An effort is being made to induce the com- 
mittee to take the Mississippi out of the

The whole 
Peruvian line thereupon retired, leaving on the 
field their artillery and dead and wounded. The 
Chilian cavalary took up the pursuit of the flying 
columns and drove them a distance of two 
leeguesin the town of Chorillos.

THE ATLANTIC, MISSISSIPPI AND OHTO. 

The Cimcinnati Gazette says that the pur- 
chase of the Atlantic, Mississippi and Obio 
railroad by Clarence H. Clark means a great 
deal more than buying a railroad. In this 
case Mr. Clark is only another name for the 
Louisville and Nashyille railway company, 
and the fact of the Atjantic, Mississippi and 
Obio road passing under the control of that 
corporation. Will disturb very much the 
well laid plans of some other transportation 
compgpies, aud perhaps radically 
the Seaseaes of the IWetle giants of the! 
south into liliputians. It does not matter 
at this time whether the Louisville 
and Nashville company can afford to buy 
a line so remote from its system or 
not, or whether this may or not be 
the ‘last feather.’’ The fact thatit is so 
controlled is sufficient to change Colonel 
Cole’s ‘great highway and through car 
line’ toa very insignificent factor in de- 
termining the course of trade. Possibly, 
too, Cincinnati and her great railroad may 
have reason to regret that a corporation 
other than the Louisville and Nashville did 
uot buy the outlet, amd, in fact, the only 
direct outlet to the east and northeast from 
north Georgia and East Tennéssee. With 
the centrol of the Atiautic, Mississippi and 
Ohio in the hands of the Louisville and 
Nashville, Colonel Cole’s system is as com- 
pletely cut off at Bristol as the Southera 
ever wasat Chattanoogs, and in placing 
a tollgate at Bristol the Louisville 
and Nashville virtually says to the South- 
ern ‘Pay my price or stay out.’’ The South- 
ern has been a strong vompetitor of the 
Cheasapeake and Ohio for the Virginia and 
North Carolina business, emd bas had the 
co-operation of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia road, which was up to 
this sale on friendly terms with the Atlan- 
tic, Mississippi and Ohio. In fact, the one 
was simply the contihuation of the other. 
Lut now the new Atlantic, Mississippi and 
Ohio management can and doubtless will 
place arbitraries on every pound of business 
coming gout of Cincinnati destined for 


the Richmond territory. Of course the 
Louisville and Nashville will cheerfully 


forward all business offered by the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia company, but 
it wili be upon terms of its .»wo making, 
which will be arbitrary without a doubt, 
for, aside from the advantage held by the 
Louisville and Nashville as to stragetic 
position, there exists no good 
teeling between Colonel Cole and 
ihe Louisville and Nashville peopie. 
fhe recent disclosures in the courts al 
Nashville, growing out of the Nashville, 
Cuattancoga and S8t. Louis railroad suits, 
widened the breach beyond healing. Nat- 
urally, then, Colonel Cole need not expect 
any concessions from the Louisville and 
Nashvillle. It would not be surprising, in 
fact, if the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia road were a partof the Louisville 
and Nashville system before , next winter. 
However, be that as it may, one thing is 
certain—Colonel Coie is just now bottled up 
at Bristol. What will be thé effect of all 
this upon the Southern? Wewill suppose, 
of course, that the Louisville and Nashville 
will exert a mighty influence tn the coun- 
cils of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia. Now the Kentucky Central and 
the Louisville and Nashville bave agreed to 
jvintly operate a line from Livingston to 
Knoxvilie. The latter goad will have the 
most sayin the matter without a doubt 
if that be so, no sane man supposes that the 
Louisville and Nashville or Kentucky 
Central either, for that matter, will 
permit a pound of freight to be shipped to 
tast Tennessee, or east thereof, via the Cin- 
ciobnati Southern. As a matter of compli- 
ment they might, but as a matter of strict 
railroad common sense ‘business not ap, 
ounce will the Southern carry; besides the 
distance will be so much shortened between 
the Richmond territory and Cincinnati that 
the new route will not only name the rates, 
but because of the great saving of time get 
the business. In other words, the-South- 
ern’s route would have a haui of about 175 
more miles at rates fixed by the Short Line, 
and with all the hindrances that can be 
invented placed in its way besides. 
rhe Knoxville and Cincinnati 
Southern road, it built, would 
.ot help matters an iota. Then again, the 
pew Knoxville route will place Lotiisville 
as near to Richmond as Cincinnati will be 
via the K. C., and a good deal nearer than 
via the Southern. The Kast Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia road will certainly, sooner 
or later, pass under the control of the Lou- 
isville and Nashville management. When 
that takes place the Southern will be not 
enly bottled up, but walled in, so far as the 
Virginia business is concerned. All that is 
needed now is a continuation of the past 
and present strict inactivity on the part of 
the trustees and the various committees ap- 
pointed by all kinds of societies, 
leagues, and gatherings, until the 
Alabama, Great Southern, Vicksburg 
and Meridian, and the cbhariers 
of the New Orleans and North«astern, and 
Major Huston’s Chattanooga and Rome 
road pass under the control of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville or some other hostile 
corporation. A rew committee will then 
have to be appointed to see who will take 
the property with or without a bonus. 
There never ‘wassuch an exhibition of in- 
capacity in handling a railway on earth. 
Thereis an old adage that two heads are 
better than one, even if one is a sheep's 
head, but the double-headed management 
of the Cincinnati Southern exploded that 
saying long ago.

CHICAGO AND THE SOUTH ATLANTIC. 
New York Correspondence Cincinnati Enquire™ 

Chi capitalists are entertaining a 
scheme for a new route from that city to 
the South Atlantic coast. It is possible 
that it may be very soon, and its execution 
may be facilitated by the Louisville and 
Nashville, which already controls nearly all 
the southern routes, Tne object of these 
capitalists is to avoid the obstructions of 
the northern lines, caused by the ice in the 
rivers and lakes and snow embargoes on the 
rails, and bave a route which for 
the greater part of the distance will 
be unobstructed by the weather. The ports 
of Brunswick and Savannah, in Georgia, 
and Port Royal and Charleston, in South 
Carolina, are open to navigation all the vear 
round, and they are not a greater aistance 
from Chicago than the eastern terminus. 

The roads which may combine to form 
the necessary links are the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois and the Peoria, Decatur and 
Evansville. The former completes the 
Chicago end of the line, and the latter forms 
the link uniting if with the Louisville 
and Nashville system of roads 
in the south. The Cleve 
land, Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianap. 
olis road would enable the Cincinnati 
Southern to be reached, and thence the 
Kentucky Central will carry the traffic to 
Augusta, Ga. In addition to these two 
routes connection may be made with the 
Chesapeake and Qhio, and in this way a 
large portion of the grain traffic of Chicago 
may be diverted from the eastern trunk 
lines to the southern routes.

Sometwo'years ago, Mr. Rags- 
dale was paralyzed in his legs. During the 
recent cold weather it was his habit to sit 
close by the fire. Being left alone a little 
while, he worked himself closer up to the 
fire. When some member of the family re- 
entered the room, it was found that Mr. 
Ragsdale’s feet were in the fire, burned to 
the bone, and all the way up to his knees 
was biistered, his condition rendering him 
insensible to feeling ——Avy one who bas 
ever been in Acworth will remember the 
genial face and well rounded figure of 
Judge E. L. Litchfield, the proprietor of the 
Litchfield house, and nearly all who have 
had conversation with him can 
call to mind some joke that he 
has . perpetrated upon them—in fact 
he basa wide reputation for the vein of 
humor that seems to run through his whole 
composition. Receotly we heard a story 
from his own lips, which, althougti the 
circumstances happened some time ago, has 
never been given tothe public. The story 
runs thus: About 12 o’clock, one cold, 
wintry night, when the mercury was but a 
few degrees above zero, a high wind prevail- 
ing and snow driving about, a Kentucky 
horse droyer got off a freight train and 
applied at the hote! for lodging.

At eighty cents per bustel, it will be 
reen that the average income from rice last year 
was $28 peracre. Five hundred and forty-one 
pounds of seed cotton was the average yield per 
acre of that stapie, and three cents per pound was 
the ruling price. Commsqomn dy the average in- 
come from cotton was §.6.23 per acre. & 
difference of $11. 27 in favor of rice. It is useless 
to tell the farmer that the greater expense attends 
the cotton, which, when taken into cunsideration, 
shows conclusively that rice yields the greater 
profit. There is another important matter wo be 
cousidered in the proauction of these staples. 
Toere is none of cur lauds in their natural state 
vut wiil produce rice without fertilzers, 
whereas, the production of Colton requires au ex- 
penaiture of trou five to eight dollars per acre ip 
guano in order to pioduce tue yield above stated. 
itis an evident fact that not oue third as much 
guauo was used under rice as cotion in proporuon 
w the amouut plauted; otherwise the yield of 
rice would bave been much larger.

The Pendictun Hitl. 

The controversy now going on between 
Schurz and Senator Dawes ia regard to 
the Ponca swindle has suggested to some 
of our exchanges the propriety of passing 
the measure known as the Pendleton 
bill. This measure provides that cabi- 
net officers shall have seats on the floor 
of each house. They will not be al- 
Jowed to vote, but will have the privilege 
of debating any question affecting the 
policy of the administration. When 
Senator Pendleton’s bill was first intro- 
duced Tak Constrrution endeavored to 
show how advantageous its provisions 
might be made to the people as well as 
to the government. Under this bill, the 
cabinet officers have the privileges of the 
floor of either house, and each house has 
the right to compel their attendance 
pending the discussion of any partic- 
ular policy of the goverament 
or he departments. Members 
of the cabinet would not have 
the right to vote, but they would have 
the right of defending and explaning 
their policy, their recommendations and 
their estimates. At present when the 
senate or house, or any member thereof, 
desires information in regard to the 
policy of the departments, it can only be 
obtained through a resolution of inquiry 
which must necessarily go through the 
circumilocution office. Under the Pen- 
dleton bill, the cabinet officers could be 
summoned to the senate or the house and 
required to answer such questions as 
might be putthem, or minke such ex- 
planations as might be deemed necessary. 

Such a law as this would go far toward 


and would undoubtedly elevate 
the intellectual standard of the 
' cabinet, for no president would care to 


of a cabinet officer who could not hold 
his own in a debate in congress. Above 
all, it woula compel the administration 
to confine itself toa defensibie policy, and 
the heads of departments would not, as 
now, dare to be guilty of acts that they 
could not explain and justify before the 
country. It is suggested, alao, that the 
participation of the cabinet officers would 
give additional dignity and importance 
to the debates in congress. Almost any- 
thing that would improve the present 
burly-burly method, but inany event, the 
presence of the members of the cabinet 
on the floor of congress, with the privi- 
lege of debate would bring the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the governroent 
stil] nearer to the people, and any such 
result as this is worth striving for. 

Had the Pendleton bill been in opera- 
tion, it ia not probable that Schurz would 
have been able to successfully carry out 
his programine of swindling the Poncas, 
nor would he now be engaged in writing 
cards to the newspapers defending him- 
self from charges made on the floor of the

the object is to bring about a radical improvement 

in the methods of gathering and handling the 
cotton crop prior t> its delivery to the manufac- 
turer. These processes include the picking, git- 
ving and baling, ali of which are now done in a 
careless, sloveuiy and wasteful manner, and 
which, it is believed, can beso bettered by the 
use of improved machinery as to insure & material 
advauce in the price of cotton to the planter, and 
at the same time enhance its value to the manu 
facturer.

It will bring to the knowledge of cotton plant- 
ers the uumerous inventions intended to compass 
this end, and they will astonish us all in their 
uumber and efficacy. The planter can see them 
in actual operation, hear their merits discussed 
and their possibilities s explained. That the cot 

on planter feels the need of such inventious and 
will 1eadily invest in them is plain from the 
vivid interest that has been manifested through: 
out the entire south by the new Clement attach- 
ment. But let me illustrate what the intelligent 
farmer might learu at this exposition and how he 
might enrich himself by the knowledge. He will 
tifst select the best from the number of new tools 
fore altivating hi scotton, ani will then study the 
method of constructing the exhibition building 
audof protecting it from fire,so that he may 
a japt it to the construction of the housein which 
he will store his cotton, gins, etc. He will then 
select the best cotton gin that is exhibited, which 
may be our needle-pointed gin or the new roller 
ein of Great Britain. For this gin he will select 
the best automatic feeder on exhibition, and wiil 
select for the other side of his gin the best re- 
volving apron on which the freshly-ginned 
cotton can oe carried to a beater—also selected 
from the best exhibited—that will clean out the 
lust, gritand immature seed that bas passed 
through the gin. Then, real zing that this cleaned 
lint must not be rolled on the dirty floor, he will 
buy a small press—perhaps the Deadrick hay 
press—and pass the lint wo it from the cleaner, 
where it is baled immediately. With cotton 
handled thus he would command a premium and 
eould sell it direct to the factories on his reputa- 
tion, or consumers wouid send agents to him 
with the cash to buy hiscrop, asagents now scour 
the west buying the best wool clips. There is a 
New England mill that is going to establish a 
branch of its factory in the south, simply that it 
ma) rely ou getting Cotton tha: has been properly 

sandled for its own use by giuning and baling it 
tself. 

in another wing of the building the intelligent 
farmer will find machines for hnulling the seed. 
He will select the best of these, and as soon as 
the seecs are separated from the lint he will hull 
them, feeding the hulls to his stock. These hulls 
hold one-third of the mineral element drawn 
from the seil by the cotton and are worth as 
much. ton for ton, as hay for stock food. The 
kernels be will send tothe nearest oil mil, selling 
the oiland using the ground meal to feed to 
sheep folded on cotton ground, thus restoring to 
the soil the other two-thirds of the mineral ele- 
ment taken from it. He willalso selcct the best 
of the trash cleansers with which to treat the 
storm cotton, and into which he can throw tae 
bolis from which all the cotton available to hand 
bas been picked. This cotton, usually wasted, 
will be saved. to him. All this work he can do 
with his improved machinery, with one third the 
present labor and expense, and with enormously 
better results. This is the lesson we hope the 
exposition will te ach. If the farmers attend it 
and investigate and act, we shall see cotton farms 
managed with the same care and system that the 
farms of New York and Pennsylvania are now

The Freshet. 


The damage on South river and its trib 
utaries by the recent rains has been quite 
heavy and cannot be estimated yet. Bridges 
and dams have been swept away and many 
grist and saw mills will be stopped for a 
time. The heaviest loss on this river, both 
to proprietors, and those dependent on 
factory employment for support, is un- 
doubtedly that sustained by the Ogletborpe 
manufacturing company, situated about 
sixteen miles southeast of the city, at 
Panela, formerly known as Flat Rock. The 
south end of the building has-falien, carry- 
ing down about one-half the first aid 
second floors, and about two thirds of the 
roof and the spinning and twister frames 
Fortunately, the cords and drawing frames 
on the first floor and the cotton gin and picker 
have been saved in operating condition. 
Until the water fails the condition of the 
submerged machinery cannot bs ascer- 
tained, the loss estimated, or its manufac 
turing availability determined. Much of 
the frame work, sills, girders, etc., will be 
recovered, and used in rebuilding, and as 
the pillars can be quickly replaced, leas 
than-the ordinary deiay in getuing ready to 
work will be required. 

It is expected that there will be no time 
lost in resuming work. The company has 
recently ordered new machinery, and it is 
probable that the necessary repairs can be 
meade and the building put in complete 
readiness for operating the new machinery 
in four weeks, so that whether any of the 
submerged machinery can be made avail- 
able for manutacturiag purposes or not the 
company will probably be making their 
usual weekly shipments of yarn by or be- 
fore the first of April.
